Governor Replies to the

Manila, January 11.—The general regret 
of the Filipino people at the possible 
departure of Governar Taft resulted to- 
day in a popular demonstration for the 
purpose of urging the covernor to re- 
main “4in the islands, The streets of Ma- 
nila have been placarded with signs, say- 
ing: 

“We want Governor Taft,” in Eng- 
lish, Tagalog and Spanish. A crowd of 
8,000 men marched to Malacanan palace, 
the governor’s residence, today, 
reaching the palace speeches were made 
by representatives of the federal, liberal 
and nationalist parties, in which the gov- 
ernor was urged to remnin. The speasers 
said Mr. Taft’s presenze was necessary 
to preserve order, for the preservation 
of political union and to insure the 
maintainance of the present policy. The 
speakers paid personal tributes tu the 
governor, the crowd cheering its ap- 
proval.

Washington, January 11. _(Special.)— 
“You can count upon one thing with cef- 
tainty, and that is that you are not go- 
ing to Governor Taft for eight 
or ten months at least.” 

President Roosevelt is quoted as hav- 
ing made this declaration to some prom- 
inent business men from the Philippine 
islands who talked with him about 
prospective changes out there, 

This announcement is taken as cOon- 
firmation of the report that Governor 
Taft is certainly to come upon. the 
United States supreme court, and that he 
will be succeeded as civil governor by 
General Luke Wright, of Memphis. 

This report has been going the rounds 
for some time.

Taft’s Ambition the Bench. 

When Governor Taft resigned his posi- 
tion upon the circuit bench of the United 
States court—a life judgeship—to under- 
take the difficult task of setting a civil 
government on foot in the Philippine 
islands, he was assured by President Mc- 
Kinley that a place upon the supreme 
bench of: the United States should in 
time fall to his lot. 

Governor Taft has more than “made 
good.’"’ He proved the ideal man for the 
delicate position to which he had been 
appointed. He succeeded not only in set- 
ting on foot the machinery of a civil 
government—which many another man 
might have done—but he did something 
which .few men. could have done, and 
that is, he won the confidence of the Fil- 
ipinos, 

When he returned to Manila last Bep- 
tember he was given an ovation sueh as 
few men in the history of the world have 
received. There is every evidence to 
prove the sincerity of this ovation for 
Governor Taft, for no matter how little 
some Filipinos may like the idea of 
American domination they are all of them 
enthusiastic over the man at the head 
of the Philippines government. 

By September ‘of this year Governor 
Taft will have completed twelve months’ 
service during his second period on the 
islands. By that time he will, tt is be- 
lieved, have set the civil government so 
firmly on its feet that it will carry 
itself. From then the problems will to 
a great extent be simply routine in their 
nature, such as any man of ability and

Washington, January 11.—(Special.)— 
No other senatorial contest is attracting 
quite the same interest in Washington 
as is manifested in the Colorado fight. 

The deal between the

Wolcott Had It All Fixed. 
When former Senator Wolcott 
back to Colorado and took an active 
part in the campaign for the control of 
the legislature it was, of course, known 
that he aspired to return to the body 
in which he had been &@ forceful figure 
during several terms. On the face of 
the returns the democrats had a slight 
majority over the republicans, the demo-

publicans the house. Senator Wolcott at 
once caused contests to be filed against 
the fifteen members of the house from 
the county in which Denver is located, 
general charges of fraud being filed. 
These members of the house were elected 
by majorities of over four thousand each. 
Nobody claimed that enough fraudulent 
votes had been cast at any of the pre- 
cincts to overcome this democratic ma- 
jority,. but it was the plan of Wolcott 
and his Meutenants to have the repub- 
lican house declare there had been frauds 
sufficient to vitiate the returns and to 
throw out democratic members.

THEY ARE AFRAID 
OF THE APOSTLE 


Republicans Uneasy Lest Smoot 
Is Elected Senator, 


President Roosevelt and Senator 
Hanna Working To Defeat the 
Mormon Aspirant for the 
Senate, but He Is 
Strong in Utah.

Washingto, Jantary 11.—(Special.)— 
The eagerness with which the repub- 
licans in congress catered to popular 
clamer to keep Brigham Roberts out of 
the house of representatives has brought 
forth unpleasant’ fruit in the shape of a 
lively republican fight over the Utah 
senatorship. 

Involved in it are President Roosevelt, 
Senator Hanna, Senator Kearns and ad- 
miristration politicians on the one hand, 
and the strong influences of the Mormon 
church on the other. 

President Roosevelt and Senator Hanna 
are endeavoring to prevent the election 
to the senate of Reed Smoot, the Mor- 
mon apostle, who is one of the strongest 
republicans in Utah. Smoot has won 
his victory and is assured of election 
unless the administration influences are 
strong enough to prevent it. Naturally 
he is in no pleasant frame of mind to- 
ward the eminent gentlemen who are 
endeavoring to snatch from him the 
fruits of well earned victory. 

Smoot Turned the Trick. 

To Smoot more than to any one man 
is due the credit for making Utah a re- 
publican state. He is the most powerful 
politician in the Mormon church, his in- 
fluence being great not only in his own 
state, but among the Mormons, who are 
strong in Idaho and others of tthe neigh- 
boring states. So strong is he with the 
republican party in Utah, which fs domi- 
nated by the Mormon element, that he 
could have come to tthe senate In 1901, 
when Kearns was elected, if he had 
made a straight out fight to do so. At 
that time, however, he deemed it best 
to throw his influence to the present 
senator. 

During the last presidential campaign 
the republicans made a straight out deal 
under the terms of which the Mormons 
were to name wkomever they might se- 
lect for the other Utah senatorship, and 
ia return they promised to throw the 
influence of the church to the repub- 
lican party both in Utah andein the other 
States where the church was strong. 
The result of this deal was a republican 
victory in each of those states. Smoot 
is the man who made it possible, 

Since then he has secured the practical- 
ly unanimous support of the Mormons in 
the Utah levislature for thie. senatorship, 
and has felt absolutely confident of vic- 
tory: as he had a right to’ feel. 

They’re Afraid of the Apostlt. 

New, however, President Roosevelt and 
Senator Hanna have ‘interfered - in the 
senatorial situation in the hope of pre- 
venting the election of Apostle Smoot. 
The reasgns for this are given by Sena- 
tor Kearns in an interview in which he 
declares that both President Roosevelt 
and Senator Hanna have requested him 
to say to Mr. Smoot, and in a public way 
to say to the republicans in Utah. that 
the election of a Mormon apostle would, 
in their opinion, be unfortunate in that it 
might injure the republican party. 

The president requested Senator Kearns 
to say to Mr. Smoot that while there was 
no objection to him personally or to his 
religious faith, the election of an apostle 
at this time would arouse opposition and 
indicate an unfortunate organ into na- 
tonal politics and create unfavorable 
commeAt. 

Senator Kearns makes it clear. that 
there is no objection to a member of the 
Mormon church being chosen, but that 
the president draws the line on an apos- 
tle of the church. President Rovuseveit 
told Senator Kearns that the selection

Senator 
Kear.is quotes “the president as saying:

The election ta the 
United States senate of an apostle would 
work great harm to the state. It would 
be very unwise. It would certainly lead 
to commotion and strife and bitterness 
here, if not ‘n Utah, and would unques- 
tionably be ta misfortune to those who 
are interested in all that goes to make 
the state of Utah prosperous and great. 
Ihave every confidence in the wisdom of 
the majority of the members of the Utah 
legislature and I feel sure that if they 
understood the gravity of the situation as 
it appears to me, they will refrain from 
any action which will naturally result in 
thethe good of Utah and her people. 1 
desire you ta place me on recond us kind- 
ly to formally advising against the elec- 
tion of any apostle to the United States 
senatorship.”’ 

Mormans Are Mad. 

Salt Lake City dispatches state that 
this unsought advice of President Roose- 
velt has created a great sensation out 
there. Apcetle Smoot is apparently full 
of fight. After reading the statement in 
which Senator Kearns quotes President 
Roosevelt, Apostle Smoot sald: ‘This is 
unprecedented in any other state in the 
union. Such action on the part of the 
president would be resented. I am still a 
candidate for the United States senate.” 

Thts outside interference seems to have 
stirred up the deepest resentment in the 
hearts of the Mormon supporters of Apos- 
tle Smoot, who declare that they intended 
to elect him despite the president's oppo- 
sition. 

The lines are being drawn with the Mor- 
mon element on the one side and the 
president and his Heutenants on the other. 
Inasmuch ag the Mormons made repub- 
lican victory possible in Utah, this pres- 
ent breach promises to bring serious re- 
sults. If Smoot wins there will be no 
love lost in the hearts of the Mormons 
for President Roosevelt, though they may 
forgive him sufficiently to stick to the 
party: if. however, presidential dictation 
brings substantial results and Smoot is 
defeated, the outlook for republican vic- 
tories in Utah in the near future will not 
be bright.

idea that no other man of ability can 
be found to take his place, but on the 
conviction that his -great success has 
been due as much ‘to his magnificent 
personality as to his ability and common 
sense. 

There are good grounds for their view. 
Governor Taft is a man who inspires con- 
fidence in everybody brought in contact 
with him.

White Man's Repub'ican Party 
on Rocks in Carolina, 


Movement Which Promised Some 
Success Entirely Blocked by 
Roosevelt’s Negrophile. Pol- 
icy—Those Who Favor Re- 
publican Principles Will 
Now Stay Out. 


Charleston, 8S. C., January 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The effect of the Crum appoint- 
ment as collector of customs ai Charles- 
ton has put an everlasting end to the hope 
of buillding up a white republican party 
in this state. 

For nearly two years the leadcrs of the 
new movement have been working to ac- 
complish this end. Their only hope of 
success. was in the elimination of the 
negro as well as the driftwood, which has 
kept the organization In the mite. 

The commercial democracy plan had 
some reasonable ground for success, and 
ledders were striving to this end, but 
they realize now that the efforts will be 
scattered to the winds. 

In Charleston there was every indica- 
tion which pointed to the organization 
of a new party. Senator Tillman saw it, 
and uttered vehement threats when he 
saw that George F. Von Kolnitz, Jr., was 
about to be elected state senatur without 
cpposition. Mr. Von Kolnitz will make 
an able representative in the senate, but 
Senator Tillman declared that he would 
no longer help Charleston if he was elect- 
ed, claimirg that Von Kolnitz had stump- 
ed the country for the republican presi- 
cential candidates. In spite of this, how- 
ever, Voh Kolnitz was elected. It was 
only a straw, but it was significant of 
much. zs 

United States District Attorney Capers, 
regarded as the head of the new move- 
ment which followed the stir caused by 
Senator McLaurin, undertook to wipe out 
the negroes, believing that the only hope 
was in organizing a white man’s party.

“We are not anti-republicans,”’ 
“but we are anti-negre.”’

These returns must be certified to by 
the officers of the corporations under 
oath. Whoever knowingly swears to a 
return that is false in any material par- 
ticwar shall be deemed guilty of perjury, 
and shall be punished under the provisions 
of the Revised Statutes; and whoever 
shall cause to be prepared, or shall pre- 
pere..a rettirn or answer to the commis- 
sion’s inqtiries that is false shail be pun- 
ished for subornation of perjury. 

The comunission is to prepare and pub- 
lish each year a list of all corporations 
and joint stock companies or similar or- 
ganizations making returns. The condi- 
tion of each company and its~ capital 
stock shall Xe set forth in these published 
statements. All public libraries are to be 
supplied with these, and there shall be 
printed as many more as the commission 
may deem desirable, these to be distribut- 
ed under the direction of the commission 
to-be furnished to tnose who desire at a 
reasonable ‘charge.

The facilities of the interstate commerce 
are to be denied persons, corporations 
or organizations engaged in the produc- 
ticn, manufacture or saie of any article 
of commerce if that person or corpora- 
mtion attempts to monopolize the produc- 
tion, manufacture or sale thereof, or at- 
tempts to control it by driving out com- 
petition by discrimination in prices, or 
by giving rebates or any other special 
privileges for the purpose of tmmediate- 
ly or ultimately increasing its price, or 
to maintain the price above its normal 
economic level. Other persons or corpora- 
tions are to be denied the privileges of in- 
terstate commerce if they endeavor tu 
buy, sell or dispose of the articles pro- 
duced, manufactured or sold by the per- 
sons or corporations aimed at in the above 
provision. The purpose of this section is 
to withdraw the privilege of interstate 
commerce from any person or corporation 
which has a monopoly or endeavors to 
create one; and, also, from any other 
persons or corporations who, by handling 
the products of the would-be monopoly, 
assist it to get around this provision of 
the law. Violators of this provision are 
to be fined not less than $500 nar more 
than $5,000 and are to-be imprisoned not 
less than six months nor more than two 
years. It is also to be provided that vio- 
lations af this provision of the law may 
be restrained on the suit of the United 
States brought by the attorney generad 
in any district where the violating per- 
son or corporation has a place of busi- 
ness. 

Patent Law Still Operative. 

Of course, the legitimate operation of 
the patent laws are not to be impaired 
by this new act. 

Equally severe is the law to be upon the 
common carrier which shall knowingly 
transport the products controlled by a 
monopoly. Such common carrier shall 
be subject to a penalty of not less than 
$500 nor more than $5,000. <Any officer, 
agent, manager or attorney of any cor- 
poration, association, joint stock com- 
pany, lessee, trustee, receiver or transpor- 
tation company who shall Knowingly re- 
ceive for transportation any of this prop- 
erty referred to shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor punishable by a fine of 
from $500 to $5,000 or by imprisonment of 
not less than thirty nor more than sixty 
days.

Rockefeller, in purchasing nearly all the 
land in Poeantico Hills, Eastview and 
Hawthorne, for a_ series of parks, is 
planning a chain of artificial lakes to be 
formed by the historic Sleepy Hollow 
brook, which runs through his vast do- 
main.

County Policeman Dunbar and Cheshire 
arrested Poss on the statement of Moore, 
who said he saw and knew the trespasser 
who tried to fight him to the death, and 
they locked their prisoner up in the 
Tower to await a warrant or an indict: 
ment by the grand jury. 

The arrest of Poss will be a surprise to 
his friends. He is well known in At- 
lanta, woere he has lived many years, 
He is a young man with a wife and one 
little child 
Awoke To See Burglar. 

Moere slept in the store of McClellan, 
there being a small apartment in the 
rear of the building which he used as a 
bed room, Some time after 12 o'clock Sat- 
urday night he was awakened by hear- 
ing a noise in the store. He aad left a 
lamp burning -and the place was well 
lit. Looking from his bed room he saw 
that the front door had been forced 
open. He next saw a white man slip- 
ping about the store gathering up what 
articles he wished to steal. 

Moore nad a pistol, but It was out of 
his reach. He slipped to where tho 
weapon was and just as he reached to 
grasp it it fell te the floor. The burglar 
heard the noise and turned to flee. Moore 
svas too quick for him and was upon 
him before he could reaca the door. 


Fierce Fight Begins. 
The two men selzed each other and 
began. Each recognized that 
the man who lost the battle might also 
lose his life. It perhaps meant death 
to the man who went down. Each 
Strained and pulled to get his antagonist 
to the floor. Once Moore slipped and 
almost fell, but he recovered in time 
to stay his fall. From one side of the 
store to the other the two men pushed 
and shoved and pulled as they clinched 
tighter and tighter. Boxes and barrels 
were overturned, but they paid no atten- 
tion to that. They were breathing hard 
and the struggle was fast telling on both. 

Dealt Burglar a Blow. 

Mobre chanced to glance over the shoul- 
der of his antagonist and he saw a 
wooden bar leaning on a barrel. He 
fought so as to get within reach of the 
bar and suddenly wrenching himself free 
he seized it and dealt the burglar a blow 
over the shoulder, aiming at the head 
and missing it.

‘Never mind,” said 
self, “I Know you, old 
soon have you in jail.’’

DEAD BURGLAR — 
HAD MANY LIVES 


Body identified as_ That 
of Some Twelve 
Persons, 


SIX IDENTIFICATIONS 
WERE MADE YESTERDAY 


Evidence Points to the Theory That 
Dead Man Was Harry Belmont, 
Although Other Identifica- 
tions May Be Ac- 
curate. 


The dead burgiar, identified as Harry 
Belmont, the postoffice pobDer and es 
caped convict, appears to bear a strik- 
ing resemblance to various other per- 
sonages, according to several) different 
identifications of the body, which lies in 
Swift's undertaking parlors. 

Several parties who have viewed the 
face of the dead man have each posi- 
lively identified him as a different tndi- 
Vidual. Mr. Swift and his assistant. Mr. 
Winn, have taken note of each of the 
identifications and are making efforts 
fo unearth information that will serve 
to disclose the identity and whereabouts 
of relatives of the dead man and also 
the location of his home. So far. how- 
ever, nothing has been learned along tigis 
line. 

It is believed that the man 1s Hiarry 
Belmont, who was convicted with Harry 
Nelson of blowing the safe and robbing 
the postoffice at Ocilla in 1898, and it 
may be that he has also figured in some 
of the other roles in which he has been 
identified. He was identified as Bel- 
mont by both Postoffice Inspector R. E. 
Barry, of Atlanta. and United States 
Marshal Charles White. of Savannah, 
who arrested Belmont and Nelson for 
the Ocilla robbery. The two officers vis-

It is estimated that since Thursday 
night, when Belmont was shot and killed 
by Policeman Tom Mann, fully 3,000 peo- 
ple have viewed the body. A large crowd 
vis‘ted the undertaking parlors yesterday, 
and it is sated that during the day sey- 
oral Hundred people gazed on the calm 
features of the dead man, whose tragic 
death and the revealing of certain por- 
tions of his past history has attracted 
so much attention in Atlanta. 

The fact that the man was killed in the 
act of commiting a burglary and the 
further fact that he has been identified as 
a postoffice robber and safe blower has 
aroused that morbid cyriosity,. on which 
such ghastl¥ incidents appear to be fasci- 
nating. The undertakers have refused ad. 
mittance to the underaaking parlors to a 
number of ampall boys, who sought to get 
a view of the dead dody.

Thomasville. Ga., January 11.—(Special.) 
Last night a tragedy occurred here whica 
is almost sure to cost Goodman Pitman 


his life. 

Mr. Pitman was asked by Policeman 
Copeland to assit in arresting a negro 
woman. Together they went to a festi- 
val in one of the negro settlements, but 
did not find the woman. 

On returning they were approached by 
Henry Steel, a young negro, who asked 
if the party was over, and withgdt warn- 
ing immediately opened fire.

Copeland's pistol being empty, young 
Pitman closed on the negro and a pistol 
duel followed. 

At the last shot of the negro Pitman 
cried: ‘Il am shot,’’ and simultaneously 
the negro tottered, having been shot m 
the leg.

Dogs were sent for, but Policeman Mar- 
tin caught the negro before they 4ar- 
rived. 

Physicians who examined Pitman found 
that he had been shot through the blad- 
der and have little hope for his recovery.

The world's Re- 
deemer while on the earta Was a busy 
He said: ‘My Father worketh hith- 
erto and 1 work.’ Labor is a universal 
necessity, but every man’s motto should 
be:. ‘Six days shalt thou work.’ One 
reason why the Lord God rested on the 
seventh day was to teach men «tae im- 
portance of rest. Another reason Was 
to teach men not to forget their duty to 
their Creator, and remind them of their 
their fellow-men. Rest was to 
be held in common with all men. Human 
nature craves rest, and if an appropriatc 
epitaph was writtem upon every dead 
man's tomb it would be: ‘He was weary, 
let him rest.’ It is not the laboring class 
who are responsible for. the 
desecration of the Sabbath, 
the class who, in their greed for gain, 
are clamoring to enrich themselves from 
the labor of others. This is done on the 
plea of necessity. It is false. 

“Nothing is a necessity which breaks 
the command of God. The ox that is 
providentially thrown into the ditch may 
be taken out on the Sabbath, but the ox 
that is purposely put in may become the 
stumblingstone over which souls may be 
wrecked and ruined both for time and 
eternity. Dignity has been given to labor 
because of its divine appointment, but 
when it fails to honor God _ it looses its 
dignity. Tne voice of divine authority 
has said. ‘Him that honoreth me I will 
honor.’ If all men were seeking to honor 
God in their business there would be no 
oceasion to worry over the question of 
how to keep the labor market full at 
the bottom, nor to quarrel about tie 
number of hours of labor each day. 

“Work nas always been a means of 
grace when properly used. Soul of Torsus 
was a man of great industry, energy 
and perseverance, but that peculiar trait 
of his character did not prove to be a 
means of grace till he became Paul, the 
apostle to the Gentiles.
